Yow letter of April 17th is at hand and although 
the rubbings are none too clear, I gather that the coin 
you have is similar to the pen and ink sketch which 
accompanies the rubbings. This is a bronze coin of the 
Byzantine Empire, probably of the /XEth century, though , 
possibly of the XIIth. The inscription translated, would | 
read, "JESUS CHRIST KING OF KINGS" . These pieces of 
bronze are very common and the value is consequently slight 
in terms of money. What its value may be in est rkron ie 
to learn something of the period in which it was issu \ 
is quite another mtter. I am sure you would have access. 
to the"Encyclopaedia Britannica", and I would sugzest your 
consulting the article "Numismatics" and the sub-section 
there under devoted to Byzantine Coins. Should you visit 
New York in the near future, we should be glad to have 
you come to our Museum and bring the coin with you. It may 
_ be possbble to attribute it more accurately after examining 
it. ; ;
